Hold Hope Any Sanctions 
Will Not Offend 
Mussolini 
By RICHARD MASSOCK

PARIS, Sept. 17.--France, some 
observers believed today, is weak- 
ening on the question of sanctions 
against Italy if Benito Mussolini's 

Blackshirts invade Ethiopia. 
She still is torn between support- 


ing Great Britain and the League 
of Nations and retaining Italy's 
friendship, these sources indicated, 

The French, it was said, anxious- 
ly hope any sanctions that may be 
levied against Il Duce will be weak 
enough to avoid offending him. 

But the British were reported in 
diplomatic quarters here to be 
seeking agreement on a stiff pro- 
gram, which was said to include: 

1—A complete commercial boy- 
cott and severance of diplomatic 
relations if hostilities begin and 

2—A blockade if hostilities con- 
tinue. 

The danger of a European war, in 
the event such measures should be 
applied, caused anxiety among the 
French. 

The Reichstag speech of Adolf Hit- 
ler reminded many French officials 
of what they term “the German 
menace,” which has been in the 
background of their worry over the 
Italo-Ethiopian problem. 

While the speech was largely re- 
garded as signifying the revival of 
the Nazi revolution, Hitler's re- 
marks were seen in some quarters 
as indicating a softening toward 
Austria in an effort to curry Mus- 
solini's favor.

Canadians practically without exception will 
approve the stand taken by the representatives 
of the Dominion at Geneva—that Canada will 
act with Britain, France, Russia and the asso- 
ciated nations in working through the machin- 
ery of the League for prevention of war in east 
Africa.

GESTICULATIONS DON’T WIN 

It would be amusing, but for the shadow of 
overhanging tragedy, to read of the enthusiasm 
with which the Ethiopians are clamoring for 
war. Women demanding to be enlisted; a prin- 
cess shattering traditions to take up arms: 
thousands of undrilled tribesmen, armed with 
obsolete guns and spears and swords, gyrating 
through a war dance in the court yard of the 
royal palace—all this is entertaining and in a 
sense splendid, but it is not war. 

The half million warriors of Haile Selassie, 
brave as they undoubtedly are, have not one 
chance in a million to resist the onslaught of 
twice their number of super-trained Italians 
equipped with the latest thing in rifles, air- 
planes and poison gas. It will be a battue, not 
a battle, if this mob of mediaeva] warriors heve 
to try conclusions with the legions of Mussolini 

Insects, altitude, floods, and disease would 
be more formidable enemies of the invaders 
than the heroic but undisciplined and half- 
armed tribesmen. And back of the fighting 
forces would be a primitive nation of five mil- 
lions trying to defend itself against a highly 
industrialized nation seven times as populous 

That is the tragedy of the thing, and the 
essential immorality of it; Mussolini with all his 
heroic posing, is threatening to strike down an 
enemy who hasn't a chance of fighting him on 
equal terms. The parallel would be a burly 
man swinging a club over a boy. That is not 
worthy of Italy. 


THE RAILWAY PROBLEM 

Premier Bennett says he would refer the 
question of amalgamating the railway systems 
to his proposed Brain Trust. But he would not 
trust the Trust to settle the matter. If the 
trusters favored amalgamation he would sub- 
mit their proposal to the electors—at a plebiscite 
it is to be inferred. 

That is to say, he would employ supposed 
experts to tel] us what should be done and then 
refuse to do it if public opinion did not agree 
Since the public have by every means within 
their power made clear they would not agree 
the expediency of wasting time and money 
On an investigation 1s not apparent 

Mr. Bennett was on better ground five year 
ago, when he declared flatly: “amalgamation 
never.” He is taking a less positive position 
now, and one less defensible in proportion as it 
is less positive. For one thing; would 
select the “experts” and guarantee their freedom 
from prejudice or self-interest? That is one 
question the intelligent public will ask them- 
selves. 

The Premier is exaggerating the importance 
of an investigation into transportation agencies 
and needs. It is business the railways need, not 
investigation. Arguing the pros. and cons. of 
amalgamating two half-starved railway systems 
is net the way to their salvation. Release com- 
merce, and the flood of traffic will both indicate 
the methods of operation necessary to accommo- 
date it and supply the railways with the 
revenue to buy new equipment

hock percentage calculations at the bank our 
troubles would be over. For has not Mr. Bennett 
figured out that whereas in 1929 Canada did 
only 3.71 per cent of the export trade of the 
world, in 1934 we did 3.99 per cent? 

It seems probable the Premier has worked 
out his percentages correctly. The world was 
doing a lot of export trede in 1929. That 371 
per cent of the trade was sufficient to create 
ig Canada the conditions which then existed

of room to expand its trade and increase its 
prosperity had it continued an expansion policy. 

Since that time uneconomic naiionalism, ap- 
plied by Mr, Bennett and his contemporary 
national leaders, has reduced world trade to a 
fraction of its former proportions, leaving 
+» Canada’s ruinously diminished exports standing 
out in a higher ratio. 

Presumably we are to be thankful that world 
trade has slumped twenty eight-hundredths of 
a point faster than Canada’s trade. Else we 
would not have the consoling—if unfilling 
—knowledge that we are doing .28 points more 
of what trade remains than we were doing of 
the gigantic volume of 1929. 

In his conclusion the Premier is emphatic; 
it is his habit to be most emphatic when he is 
most illogical. To return to the freer trade 
policy of 1929 “would turn Canada into a vast 
unemployment camp.” In what respect that 
panorama of involuntary idleness would differ 
from the picture Canada has presented during 
the last five years, he did not say. 

Nor why there were no unemployment camps 
in- Canada, and no need of any, when this freer 
trade policy was in force. At times, Mr. Bennett 
can be discreet. He was discreet in this in- 
stance; perhaps because he knows nine out of 
ten Canadians would gladly exchange the in- 
visible prosperity of 1935 for the non-existent 
vicissitudes of 1929.

cessfully scrambled by the leading men of their 
respective schools. 


The folks who compare Mr. Bennett to Hitler 
are all wrong. Hitler hasn't been in power 
nearly as long as Mr. Bennett. While Mr. Ben- 
nett is again trotting out the ancient pledge 
to build the trans-Canada highway, Hitler has 
finished highways between Frankfurt and 
Darmstadt and is at work on a system whereby 
Frankfurt will be the centre of a road system 
radiating to Basle, the Saar, the Rhineland, 
Berlin and Munish. The famous ocean-travel- 
ing Zeppelins are to start from Frankfurt in- 
stead of Frederickshaven. 

These roads ere something for Canadians to 
marvel at. Eighty feet wide, paved and with 
curbing at each side, they have one-way speed- 
ways with beautiful boulevards between them. 
On each one-way track there is a “driving traf- 
fic lane” and an “overtaking lane.” Those who 
want to loaf along at a mere 75 miles an hour 
can do so, but those who want to speed up to 
140 miles an hour are provided for. 

With an eye for road beauty, no road is to 
run more than four miles without a curve. The 
boulevards are not in grass, but in shrubbery to 
rest the eye. The six-year road program will 
employ 120,000 men on road construction and 
another 120,000 on auxiliary work. 

Of course these roads will have a military 
value, like the roads that the Romans built 
through the length of Britain—and on which 
Britishers still travel. Long after Hitler passes 
—perhaps even after thé trans-Canada high- 
way is finished—the new highway system of 
Germany will remain as Hitler's Swastika mark 
upon the German landscape. 

Speed note. The quickest way to get the 
trans-Canada section ever Ontario planned and 
built will be to make Mitch’ Hepburn premier 
of Canada. The farm boy seems to know how to 
get things done. : 


Now when Britain is refusing loans to Ger- 
many and Heaven alone knows what the future 
has in store in the way of world events, it is 
timely to recall Bruce Lockhart’s assertion that 
Britain has far and away the best diplomatic 
service in Burope. The famous British secret 
agent, whose exploits in Russia, have been em- 
bodied in a screen picture, say that the Russian 
officers were all agreed upon the skill of the 
British service. 

The Germans, they said, plan ably, but so 
far ahead that the world knows their object 
long before it is reached. What the British are 
seeking nobody knows, they say 

The answer probably is that 
themselves don't know. 

I've been reading the story of Steinhauver. 
“The Kaiser's Master Spy,” in a book of that 
name. It’s his own story, with an introduction 
by Admiral Sir W. Reginald Hal! who was Brit- 
ish Director of Naval Intelligence during the 
Great war. Judged from its well-thumbed con- 
dition, numbers of other people had previously 
found it in the Edmonton library. Steinhauer 
was.on the Kaiser's yacht at the Kiel regatta 
when news came that the Austrian archduke 
had been assassinated at Sarajevo. He admits 
he knew as early as 1909 that war between Ger- 
many and Britain was coming, though like 
Prince Lichnowsky, the German ambassador, 
his knowledge of the peace-loving nature of 
the British people led him to believe that Bri- 
tain would never enter the war of 1914. 

While paying tribute to the ability of the 
pre-war British counter-espionage service 
Steinhaur says that at no time did he ever hear 
of Britain resorting to tréachery, the use of 
under-world characters and others of the ques- 
tionable methods of espionage and counter- 
espionage that he exposes.

The only Britisher whom he names as hav- 
ing used his official position to gain informa- 
tion by friendship that later was used against 
Germany is Lord Haldane—the man who had 
to leave British public life under the odium of 
being pro-German. That's the common trag- 
edy of life repeating itself. Says Steinhaur: 

“Lord Haldane ostensibly came over to 
Berlin to discuss unofficially with the 
Kaiser the project of an Anglo-German 
agreement which had for its basis an under- 
taking by England not to attack Germany 
in the European war, in return for which 
Germany would suspend her shipbuilding 
program, 

“It is a matter of history that Lord 
Haldane did see the Kaiser, and, according 
to the Kaiser himself, utilized the friendli- 
ness then existent, for the purpose of ob- 
taining a thorough insight into the German 
army. Nothing came of the proposed pact, 
but Lord Haldane went back to England, 
and there laid the foundation of the Terri- 
torial army which proved so invaluable to 
England when war did come 

“One might find cynical amusement in 
the fact that he was grossly reviled by the 
British war-mongers as the friend of Ger- 
many—not of England. ‘My spiritual home,’ 
as he had called the Fatherland, pursued 
him for a very long time. Actually speak- 
ing, Lord Haldane was the finest spy Eng- 
land ever employed! It was undoubtedly on 
wnat he had seen, heard and been told by 
officers of the Great General Staff, that he 
brought into being, when Minister of War 


Enervation Causes

In yesterday's article I explained how ‘ener- 
vation could cause autointoxication and dis- 
cussed the fact that destructive emotions will 
bring about a waste of nervous energy and 
build up an enervated state.

Enervation is a condition 
of lessened nerve force, or 
weakness.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1814 the British 
recaptured Fort Erie and there 
found in the uniform of a colonel 
of the United States army the 
body of Joseph Willcocks, one 
of the most remarkable among 
the figures who played their part 
in the early political life of Up- 
per Canada. 

Of loyal Irish ancestry he came 
to Canada in 1799 and from that 
time until he turned traitor filled 


many roles: sycophant,  self- 
seeker, rénegade to friendships 
and for favors received, office 


seeker, slack in his duties while 
boasting of his efficiency, sher- 
iff, and eventually member of the 
assembly, he, all his life, thought 
only of Joseph Wilicocks. If you 
desire to read one of the most 
interesting dramas of Canadian 
history, a drama filled with com- 
edy, tragedy and villainy, let me 
commend to you the paper by Mr. 
Justice Riddell in Ontario His- 
torical Reports, XXIV. Few 
novels are more thrilling; few 
human stories have more per- 
sonal and politica) tragedy. The 
purpose of this article being to 
deal only with the treachery, let 
it be summarised. 

Willcocks blocked all the ef- 
forts of Isaac Brock to secure the 
safety of Upper Canada when

war menaced in 1812, yet he join- 
ed Brock’s forces as a volunteer, 
fought valiantly at Queenston 
Heights and was “mentioned in 
despatches.” Yet when Fort 
George was taken and the whole 
Niagara district was in the hands 
ef the enemy, Willcocks deserted, 
joined the Americans and became 
an open traitor. His treason was 
complete. Not only did he fight 
his former companions in arms, 
but he took an active part in har- 
rassing the loyal population 
around Niagara. Given a com- 
mission as a colonel he was com- 
mander of a force of renegades 
who did their best to aid the in- 
vader’s cause. Had he not es- 
caped capture at St. David's on 
July 15, he would certainly have 
met death due to a traitor. 
Instead it was his luck to die in 
action. The Assembly of Upper 
Canada in February, 1814, voied 
its “utmest abhorrence of the in- 
famous conduct” of one of its 
members. He was formally ex- 
pelled he was indicted for high 
treason at Ancester in May, but 
he was then safe at Fort George 
doing his worst, and when the 
next assize met to deal with his 
treason he was dead. What prop- 
erty he had in Upper Canada was 
confiscated to the crown.
